ELMHURST was owned by the Biddulphs; and here sir Theophilus Biddulph, bart. built the house, a 
view of which is given by Plot, and which was levelled with the ground in 1804. It passed from the 
Biddulphs to Swinfen and Eliot, and is now the property of John Smith, of Fenton, esq. who has 
erected a handsome house near to the site of the former. Arms of Biddulph: Vert, an eagle 
displayed argent. Evelyn, in his Memoirs, says: "27 Dec. 1662, I visited sir Theophilus Biddulph." 
He was third son of Michael Biddulph esq. of Elmhurst, created a baronet in 1664. He married 
Susanna, daughter of Zachary Highlord, alderman of London; by whom he had sir Michael 
Biddulph, bart. Theophilus Biddulph, the first baronet, bought Westcombe manor, in Greenwich, 
about 1650. He was third son of Michael Biddulph, of Elmhurst, and resided at Westcombe. Having 
been first knighted, he was created a baronet in 16 Ch. II. His son, sir Michael Biddulph, bart. 
succeeded his father in this manor, of which he died possessed in 1718; leaving a son, and several 
daughters. His heirs, soon after his death, alienated the manor to sir Gregory Page, bart. who died 
possessed of it in 1775.
